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HIGH COST OF LIVING 


For some years the prices on 
our food commodities have been 
rising steadily higher, until to- 
day, America faces a food pro- 
blem which must be met and 


-|solved witn grimdetermination. 


Many are prone to lay at the 
doors of the huge trusts, the 
whole blame. It is quite true 
that the beef trust, corners in 
the grain stock exchange, and 
the high tariff on foodstuffs 
have all had the tendency to 
increase the cost of living. 

Labor has demanded in the 
last decade a substantial in- 
crease in wages. To meet these 
demands manufacturers and 
employers of labor increased 
the prices on their output. The 
whole increase eventually com- 
ing from the pockets of the 
consumer. It is doubtful if 
Labor has gained anything at 
all through labor disputes, be- 
yond a reconition of their rights 
and shorter’ working hours. 
Food is fast becoming a luxury 
to many. 

It is a well known 
the Dingley tariff produced 
many millionaires in Uncle 
Sam’s domains, The manufac- 
turer, without fear of serious 
opposition, pocketed the profit 
between the price of foreign 
goods and the price paid by the 
consumer. This difference was 
the duty on foreign goods. 
When the manufacturer pro- 
duced the foodstuff or articlethe 
government got no duty and 
when the foreign article --was 
brought id the Manufacturer 
got no profit. The consumer 
always paid the surtax. 

Free trade would alleviate 
many of the evils of Dingleyism 
and tariff tinkering. Foodstuffs 
which can be produced at a 
minimum in one country should 
be allowed access to another, 
Thén the price of food would 
drop and the cost of living low- 
ered. Universal free trade is a

Now if a pressure of water at. the 
hydrant can be maintained as great as 
that furnished by the pumps of a fire 
engine, then the latter of course is 
superfluous; and that, along with ade- 
quate water supply, is what in short, 
the high-pressure system accomplish - 
es, This condition, however, so suc- 
eessfully realized, has been made pos- 
sible only by modern mechanical and 
electrical engineering, to which the 
firemen have added by intelligently 
studying and applying the new resour- 
ees at their command, Tt can be shown 
tht the pumping station has two sets 
of intakes for its water supply

New York system, the Broton water 
is used under all normal conditions, 
and the mains are kept filled at the 
ordinary city pressure.

pumping stations the high-efficiency 
centrifugal pumps are driven by in- 
daction motors using alternating cur- 
rent from the Edison Electric Com- 
pany, with direct connection with its 
Wuterside station and duplicate con- 
nection with its sub-stations, pro- 
vision even being made to connect 
with Brooklyn in case of emergency. 
A contract between the city and the

tion of rains and letting in air to 
sweeten the soil. 

Probably the most rapid ‘way to 
build up a wornout soil when barn- 
yard ‘manure ‘is not plentiful is to 
give it a course of treatment such as 
then. grow only forage 
crops, buy grain to feed with them 
and return all the manure thus pro- 
duced to the land. Dairy farming 
permits such a system to be followed, 
and no other type of farming builds 
up land so quickly. 

Professor W. J. Spillman, agricul-
